San Francisco, Aug. 21.—Hop in 


your fliver and come out to tte fair. 


There are now hundreds, poatibly 


thousands, of automobile* from. e*wy 
part of the country in 6an -Francisco 
today. Some have been her* long 
enough after trans-continental drives 
to be cleaned up so that they took like 
home cars. In that event 
tte fact 


that they are several hundred mites 
from home is not revealed until ttey 
kick up the dust in your Dace and 
you catch a glimpse of their license 
tag. 
Others roll through tte streets 


coated with dust and splattered with 
many thicknesses of mud. They are 
the new arrivals. 


Fliwering to the Fair is obviously 


the way in which hundreds of; Ameri- 
cans are spending their vacations. 
The Ferries are carrying scores of 
machines across the bay daily as 
they roll into Oakland and snort along 
the water front to bo carried over the 
last leg of their journey to Frisco. 
Packed away midst suitcases, tents, 
coats, and coverings of every descrip- 
tion are dusty, sun-burned men and 
women. They may look like tramps, 
but they're happy. 


Some of them have traveled from 


ocean to ocean. Others came from 
the northwest, middlewest 
or 
tte 


south. But all have 
seen more of 


the country than 
they ever saw be- 


fore or had hoped to see. Many of 
them have lived in the open for weeks. 
Fearing theirr appetites, the sea lions 
on the rocks off the Cliff House have 
disappeared. It is « real invasion of 
a great many wheels; an army of 
men, women and children drawn into 
the open and across the continet by 
the exposition, and, having been 
drawn, entering into the thrills of the 
new experience with vigor. 


All the trans-continental trips are 


not being made "in the rough," as on? 
motor enthusiast put it, but in hund- 
reds of cases the parties have slept 
in the open at night, cooked their 
meals at the roadside and "got back 
to nature." Hotels are patronised 
only when the weather is bad or it is 
decided to grant special dispensation 
fo ra meal off a table, a tub and a 
soft bed. In the "de lux" trips, travel 
is by easy stages and the schedule is 
so framed as to bring the party with- 
in reach of a hotel by nightfall. 


In one garage the other night oars 


from Tennessee, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New Jersey and Michigan were stand- 
ing side by side. In another were 
machines from New York, Illinois, 
Georgia, Alabama, Wisconsin and In- 
diana. The whole list of the states 
of the Union might be gone through 
an dfrom everyone there is represen- 
tative car being cleaned up in some 
garage.
